The yellow fever epidemic in the South­ 
ern States is at an end. It began last July, 
and has had almost uninterrupted march 
for nearly four months. During that time 
12,017 persons died of the fever, and the 
number of cases is put at 34,000. The vir­ 
ulence of the dsease was greater than ever 
before known. 
Of the number who died, 
New Orleans bad 3,920 ; Memphis, 3.108 ; 
Vicksburg, 1,118; Grenada. 327 , and Holly 
Springs, 314. An official report will soon 
be published regarding the fever, in which 
will be given the number of deaths and 
cases.

A VALUABLE BOOK. 


H ffio r B e n 1 'e r le y P e o n * ’n B io g r a p h ­ 
ic a l a n d H is t o r ic a l D ic t io n a r y . 
From the Inter Ocean. 
M ajir Ben Perley Poore, the veteran 
correspondent ol the Boston Journal, bas 
in press a biographical and historical dic­ 
tionary that mu°t find its way into the 
library of every student, bis’.c nun, or poli­ 
tician, comprising as it will a detailed and 
statistical review of the United States Gov­ 
ernment (rom its origin to the end of the 
Forty-fifth Congress. The work is divid­ 
ed into four parts, three of which will con­ 
tain information that cannot be obtained 
elsewhere. 
The first part is a history of the forty­ 
five Congresses, with a complete list of Sen­ 
ators and members, with their residences, 
and length of service, the committees on 
which they served, aod other detailed in­ 
formation. 
The second part is a record of the suc­ 
cessive administrations, from Washington 
to Hayes, the changes in the form of our 
government,and the stages by which it 
bas grown to its present magnitude. 
fne third part is devoted to the Federal 
Courts, Supreme, Circuit, 
and District, 
Courts cf Claims, temporary commissions, 
arbitrations,and the other tacts relative t > 
the judiciary with sketches. 
The fourth part contains biographical 
sketches ut all those men who have beeu 
prominently connected with the govern­ 
ment in an official capacity, with the po­ 
litical record of each, the officers ior 
which they were candidates, and the vote' 
which they received. 
This biographical 
portion will contain infoimatiou that his 
never betorn ^been published except in 
newspaper, or the bulky official records of 
Congress and the several States. 
Mo one in the world is better fitted or 
more competent to prepare such a volume 
as this, and none coaid have better facili­ 
ties for securing information than Major 
Poore. The book has been the labor ot a 
lifetime, aod the author has had access to 
all the records of Congress,the manuscripts 
aod books of the Congressional Library, 
the rare files of newspapers, almanacs, aud 
registers that are there kept. 
The same 
privileges have been extended to him by 
all tim historical societies in the country, 
and Mi the public aud private libraries in 
the United States. 
For more than twenty years Major IV :re 
has bees the editor of the official record of 
Congress, and has bad the unusual privilege 
of personal acquaintance with all the pub­ 
lic moo lh Washing* rn for forty years. If 
he could have enlarged bls volume so es to 
ioelude his own reminiscences of these of­ 
ficials, its value would be wonderfully m - 
crealed, but its contents are drawn entirely 
from public or private records.

Silver Coinage. 
It is reported from 
Washington that 
Secretary Sherman will be supported by 
the Director of the Mint this year in the 
recommendation of limitation by Congress 
ot the silver coinage. 
Director Linderman It is understood, 
will s in g ly urge this point in his annual 
report. It is not yet determined what lim­ 
itation shall be recommended, but that 
will be a matter of expediency. A certain 
amount of silver dollars can be kept rn 
circulation without driving gold out ol 
circulation and out of the country, but be­ 
yond that limit silver cannot be 
safely 
coined. It is probable that the country 
could stand an issue of $50,000,000 of silver, 
or $30,000,000 more than will have been 
issued on tho first ol January next. 
The 
limit may bo as high as $100,000,000. The 
Director of the Mint will give an interest­ 
ing account of the coinage of the year aod 
will also present some fresh information in 
regard to mines and mining, but he will 
judiciously refrain from mentioning any 
particular mine, as that sort of thing has 
caused his reports to be sharply criticised 
in previous years.

The 
proprietors 
say 
that 
per*»os who are by uo means destitute, 
and in trequeui instances those in good 
circumstances, pawn their jewelry and 
other valuable articles in order to raise 
money tor holiday purposes, and lo keep up 
appearance! in the circles in which they 
move. In the minority a1 cases the articles 
pawned are not redeemed, and in accord* 
acce with the invariable custom among 
pawnbrokers, after being kept one day 
over a year, they are disposed of at public 
auction. 
One of the most interesting unredeem­ 
ed pledges now on exhibition is identified 
with the valor of one of the heroes of the 
war of 1812. It is a sword of Damascus 
steel, with gold mountings, and upon the 
scabbard is inscribed, on a gold plate: 
“ Presented to Capt. bamuel Chester Reid 
by the legislature ut the slate ut New 
York,” This mark of honor was awarded 
for a gallant defense of the privateer Arm 
strong at Faysl lo 1814. The presentation 
took place April 17, 1815. Governor Dan­ 
iel D. Tompkins representing the State, 
and Captain John Ferguson acting for 
Tammany 
Hall, which 
gave Captain 
Reid a silver tea-set. 
In 1860 Cap­ 
tain 
Reid 
died 
in 
rr iuced 
cir­ 
cumstances, and it is believed that the I* <*- 
timoni&li were pawned after his death. 
The silver service wrs purchased a few 
years ago by a son-in-law of Capt. Reid, a 
Spanish gentleman, who disposed of a 
cargo of cariosities la this city at a profit 
of $60,000. When asked why he did not 
purchase the sword, he slued that the 
bons, who are still living, intended to buy 
it at some future time and retain it in ibe 
family. 
Capt. William Jay Murphy, ol this city, 
was the former owner of a solid silver tom 
ahawk, which was a gilt from cx-Gov. 
John Swan, of Baltimore. The handle 
was made out of a woe den snuff-box and 
cane* which were heirlooms In the Swan 
family. Now that gift is displayed as an 
unredeemed pledge. 
The late civil war is represented among 
unredeemed pledges by watches, medals, 
badges and other tribut: i to bravery. A 
gold chronometer-b&lance watch, valued 
at $500, was a gift "from the hoe officers 
to Col. A W. Taylor, of the Fourth Regi­ 
ment N. Y. ti. Vola.,” in 1812. It was pre­ 
sented while the regiment was drawn up 
at dress parade, shortly alter an engage­ 
ment 
in which Colonel 
Taylor ±ex- 
utbiled great gallantry. 
The ceremony 
took place at Suffolk, Va. 
Tnere ll no class more conspicuously 
represented among unredeemed pledges 
than politicians—men who in the pest 
have been prominent in federal and civil 
politics. These relics of fallen leaders in­ 
clude every variety of mementoes, and are 
generally ct the best class of workmanship. 
Ao elaborate Americus doh bad ce, sur­ 
mounted by an eagle in gold and having 
a tiger’s head in the centre cut from agate, 
bears the suggestive Initials “ W. lf. TV' 
aud is believed to have once been the 
property ot Wm. M. Tweed, from whom 
it was probably stolen. A silver tobabco 
box ot rather antique style, and showing 
wear from constant use, is engraved with 
plain letters on top “John Morrissey, 
champion.** The fire department is rep­ 
resented by at least fifty trumpets and nu­ 
merous badges. 
Among the curiosities which have come 
from the pawnshops, is au old and dilapi­ 
dated Bible, worn by age and use, and 
now held together by twine. 
It was one 
of the first subscription Bibles published 
in the city, and was printed at the old 
Washington headquarters 
in 
Bowling 
Green. On the fly leaf the signatures of 
the subscribers appear. All were repre­ 
sentatives of the old Knickerbocker fam­ 
ilies. Another curious relic is an antique 
cross surmounted by a crown studded with 
small diamonds. 
The back is covered 
with religious inscriptions in Latin. 
A handsome specimen of work la silver 
is a solid silver street car, drawn by a sil­ 
ver male. model is perfect in all its de­ 
tails, the windows, blinds and gold mount­ 
ings, and is valued at $1,500. It was made 
by a well-koowo Canal street jeweler in 
New Orleans, named Zimmerman, who be- 
cameletnbarnsed 'n business, aud com­ 
mitted suicide by blowing out his brains. 
The car, together with other valuable jew­ 
elry and silverware, was purchased bv its 
present owner, at an auction sale of pawn­ 
shop goods in thl9 city. 
The number of ladies watches in pawn 
shops with snch endearing in::nptions as 
“Pet,” “Sweet One,” “My Own Dear,” and 
nearly all the Chr’^ in names in the vo­ 
cabulary, Is very great. 
In addition to 
these tokens of affection there are many 
wedding engagement rings which still bear 
the initials of r >tb parties in the compacts 
and the dates of the happy even ta llie d 1' 
cine chests, surge 'I instruments, 
music 
boxes, old and valuable st nog and brass 
instruments of all grades and clepes In 
society, make pawn shops yr st warehouses, 
which are partially emptk J by auction 
sales each month, as the date tor redeeming 
expires. On many articl ' of value the 
names of the original owners arc eresed. 
and there is no doubt that a large part of 
these were stolen and pawned 
by

To-morrow there will be a chance given 
f jr every voter to express bls opinion on 
the water-works question. It has been 
decided by the citizens’ meeting held last 
Friday night, and by tue Council at their 
meeting the same night, that to-morrow 
billot boxes and printed slips shall be in 
read mess p o that a vote may be taken. 
There SIV ms to be some misunderstanding 
as to what is tho question to be decided. 
That all may be clearly posted on the ques­ 
tion before voting, we take occasion to ex­ 
plain the issue in full. The slips will 
read: 
“For wafer-works built by a private cor­ 
poration.’’ 
“Against water-waUs built by a private 
corporation.’’ 
The reason lor narrowing the issue down 
to this is that it is conceded that a large 
majority of the citizens arc strongly op­ 
posed to the city building and owning the 
works, and burdening itself with a heavy 
debt for the creation and maintenance of 
such works. This being practically dis­ 
posed of, the question remains to be set­ 
tled whether some company should be al­ 
lowed to build works, and supply the city 
with water for lire purposes at a price per 
year which shall not exceed the amount 
now expended tor fire protection. 
The 
vote, whatever may be the result, is not 
blading up rn the city but is simply an easy 
and convenient way tor every citizen to 
express his opinion upon the matter, so 
that 
the 
Couucil 
will 
be 
enabled to kuow the will of the people. 
if there is a large majority of the voters, 
who desire water works, and desire some 
company to build and own them, then the 
Council will probably try to make some 
judicious contract with some reliable com­ 
pany. The details of this contract cannot 
of course be printed upon a ballot, but i9 
understood that such a contract shall pro­ 
vide tor the laying of 12^ miles of water 
pipes, aud the placing of 125 hydrants at 
such points as toe Council may determine, 
and that the company shall guarantee to 
supply an abundance of pure healthful 
water, and that the city shall pay said 
cimpany a sum ot money not to exceed 
|7 ,500 a year. Such was the sense of the 
citizens' meeting, the other evening, as ex­ 
pressed by a unanimous vote,and such will 
be the implied wish of all who to-morrow 
vote lor ** for water works built by a pri­ 
vate corporation.’' The question in other 
terms is whether the city shall be supplied 
with water by some c >mpany, as it is now 
supplied with light by the gas company. 
The council desire to have a full expression 
of the voters, to-morrow, that they may be 
thus guided in their further action in the 
matter. The Aldermen cannot tee each 
voter personally, and hence this method 
has been taken to secure their advice. All 
should take this opportunity of expressing 
their views. Let there be a full vote.

A BESIC' I'N M OX A T T F R T A F . 
List Saturday night the new town hall 
at Turtle was dedicated and ajoint discus­ 
sion of the issues of the campaign was in­ 
dulged in. The hall wa9 packed with peo­ 
ple. S. II. Slaymaker gave an appropri­ 
ate dedicatory address which was enthusi­ 
astically received, 
lie was then chosen 
chairman of the meeting by the Republi­ 
cans, and Mr. Carpenter was chosen by 
the Demo-Greenb ickers to preside jointly 
with him. 
Hon. Bliny Norcross was the 
first speaker introduced, and spoke for 
thirty-five minutes in favor of honest mon* 
ey. He was frequently interrupted by 
loud applause. 
Mr. Stewart followed him in a seventy- 
minute speech, making a vain attempt to 
show that contraction had been the cause 
of all hard times, aud advocating an issue 
ol fiat money, redeemable in nothing. He 
deemed the National bank note a proof of 
the power of the Government to create fiat 
money. Oa being asked why if the Na­ 
tional bank note wa* not legal tender q 
remained at par, 
he answered, because 
it was redeemable in greenbacks, and on 
being pressed further conceded that green­ 
backs were kept at par with gold because 
they were redeemable in gold. 
U. ii. Blanchard, Esq., of Ibis city, fol­ 
lowed with a thirty-five minute speech, in 
which he showed the contradictions exist­ 
ing in the manitestoes issued by the Demo 
Green backers Mr. Blanchard then han­ 
dled the question of 
contraction, and 
showed where Mr. Stewart had varied In 
his statements from the official record, in 
one iustance there being a little over­ 
statement of one billion dollars. 
He pre 
sented conclusive figures drawn from 
official reports refuting completely the 
howl about contraction and the small 
amount of money per capita as compared 
with other nations. 
He also showed 
the fallacy of claiming any power in fiat 
money, by cuing the continental money 
aud the confederate money, while gold and 
silver, no matter what government stamp­ 
ed them, would never sink below their bul- 
lion value, and never become worthless. 
Mr. Barker then made a stumbling effort 
to explain how he could stand on three 
platforms at once, but failing in this en­ 
deavor, gave up in despair. 
Mr. Clinton Babbitt then made a rousing 
speech in favor of honest money. He was 
greeted with loud cheers. Both sides were 
represented in the meeting, as Indicated by 
the applause given to the various speak­ 
ers, but it was evident that the Republi­ 
cans and honest money men were in the 
large majority. The meeting Iwas an en­ 
thusiastic one, and productive of good.

The Milwaukee News in a recent issue 
makes the following retraction of charges 
made against A. Hyatt Smith of this city 
It is self-explanatory. 
In 1874, during the excited discussion, in 
the press, ot the Potter railroad law, anc 
the questions growing out ot the policy ot 
Governor Taylor’* Ad rn in tat rat ion, a com 
(nucleation I rom Janesville was printed in 
The News, in which a charge was made 
that the Hon. A. Hyatt Smith, of that city 
while President of the Rock River Valley 
Union Railroad company (oow the Wis­ 
consin Division of the Northwestern) bad 
purchased railroad iron in England which 
was not used for the road, but was sold and 
the proceeds diverted from the Railroad 
Company. Other charges, more or less 
specific, were also published, about that 
time. it is doe to General Smith to say 
that the early history of the railroad com­ 
pany has been investigated recently by the 
editor of The News, and he has become 
satisfied, as have the present managers of 
this paper, that the allegations were not 
founded In fact, and that the communica­ 
tion and the comments base! on the false 
information which it contained, did lnjust 
ice to General Smith and his associates. 
The facts appear to have been that 
the 
bonds of the Rock River Valley Union 
Valley Railroad Company were sold to a 
banking house in London, which had been 
compelled to take for advances a 
large 
amouot of railroad Iron; that it was the 
distinct understanding that the iron was to 
be sold In the United States, and it 
was 
sold 
at a 
large 
profit 
over its 
purchase, aud every dollar of the proceeds 
went into the road, which waj then id pro­ 
cess of construction. 


T H E B l'R PK E -B FR T O M FA BE 
The following is the syllabus of the de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court in the case of 
the State ex rd, IS urpec vs Burton: 
1. While the principal or teacher lo 
charge of a public school is subordinate to 
the school board or board of education of 
his district or city, and mast enforce regu­ 
lations adopted for it by the government 
of 
the 
school, 
and 
execute 
its 
lawful orders 
in 
that 
be­ 
half, yet, in matters concerning which the 
board has remained silent, be has authori­ 
ty, as in loco parentis. to enforce obedience 
to his lawful commands, subordination, 
civil deportment, respect for the rights of 
other pupils, and all obligations inherent lo 
every school system and constituting the 
common law of the school, which every 
pupil is presumed to know. 
2. In a proper case, aod where not de- I 
prived of the power by affirmative action 
of the board, such teacher has the Inher­ 
ent power to suspend a pupil from the 
privileges of the school; though such sus­ 
pension should be promptly reported to the 
board, with the reasons therefor. 
3. Decisions of the department of pub­ 
lic instruction kupon questions within its 
jurisdiction are entitled to great might, 
and should not be overruled by the courts 
unless clearly contrary to law.
